PLAN IS PUT IN WRITING. 


Interstate Commission Continues 
Its Inquiry Into Rail King 
and Methods of Com- 


peting Lines.

Washington, D. C., June 25.—[{Special. }— 
Ddward H. Harriman has adopted a new 
attitude toward the Chicago and Alton rall- 
road, different from the predatory policy 
which members of the interstate commerce 
commission alleged he observed toward that 


property. 

Authoritative information has reached here 
to the effect that in order to prevent the 
passing of a dividend recently on Chicago 
and Alton Harriman made a loan of $1,000,- 
000 to that line, to be used for improvements. 
It has been the history of the road under 
the dual arrangement between Harriman 
and the Rock laland system that in the years 
it was controlled by the latter it made money, 
while thie was not the case in alternate 
years. 

At the last meeting of the parties to the 
agreement in New York it was announced 
by representatives of the Rock Ieland that 
the surplus for the year aggregated $1,400,- 
000, but as the road needed improvements 
it would waive the dividend and use the 
money for additional equipment, repairs, 
etc. Harriman instantly objected, insisting 
that the dividend should be issued. To prac- 
tical financiers who Ustened to him it was 
evident it was against the interests of the 
president of the Union Pacific to permit the 
passing of the dividend, because of the crit- 
iciem that would follow. 


Harriman’s Word Not Taken. 

However, the representatives of the Rock 
Island were in control, and Harriman, after 
thinking a few moments, proposed to make 
a personal loan of $1,000,000 at 5 per cent, to 
be repaid in 1915, if the board would de- 
clare dividends. The proposition was ac- 
cepted. Further humiliation, however, was 
in store for Harriman. The board declined 
to accept his mere word, but Insisted that 
the proposal should be made in writing, and 
the railroad magnate was compelled to send 
for the general counsel of his road, who drew 
up the necessary papers. It ig seid there 
was absolute silence during the time the 
board was awaiting the arrival of Harri- 
man's counsel. 

The mere loan of $1,000,000 of course goes 
but a short way in paying back the immense 
sum Harriman added to the indebtedness of 
the Chicago and Alton by his peculiar meth- 
ode of financiering. Attorney General Stead 
of Illinois reported that over §57,500,000 of 
the railroad’s present debt, more than 70 


POLE HARPOONS AN AIRSHIP 


Aeronaut Left Hanging to Steel 
Spar Over a Lighthouse. 


SAVED BY THREE BOATMEN. 


Soars at Will Over New York Until 
Mishap Ends His Journey. 


New York, June 2%.—[{Special.}—lLink 
Beachey of Toledo, O., threw his arms around 
the tall steel spar of the spindle Nght in East 
river this afternoon, clung to it lovingly, and 
called for help. The punctured gas bag of 
Beachey’s airship hung from the top of the 
thirty foot spar and flapped about Beachey’s 
ears. 

The owners of trim white and gold yachts, 
spinning up the river, observed his curious 
plight as their boats shot through the middle 
ground of the channel, opposite Astoria, but 
they had no time to waste on hapless aero- 
nauts, so they waved Beachey a sympathetic 
farewell and left him hanging for dear life 
on that good steel pole. Lumber schooner 
skippers megaphoned to him cheerfully and 
leane@ over the side to laugh. Beachey 
glanced across the thirty feet of rough water 
and jagged, ugly rocks to the shore, and 
swore fervidly at the ‘‘ No Trespassing sign 
which decorated that cheerless coast. 


Rescued by a Boatman. 

His arms grew tired and he was about 
ready to drop into the boiling waters of the 
Sunken Meadows and take his chance of 
swimming, when Whitey Weitzel, a boatman 
wrecker of Bronx Kills, rounded the point in 
a big rowboat with two men and hallooed to 
him to hold on a minute or two longer. 
Beachey was glad enough to be helped down 
the spar, even though his airship was 
wrecked. 

He had made good on his sky piloting stunt, 
steering his champagne colored air boat from 
the south beach of Staten island across the 
narrows, over Forts Wadsworth and Ham- 
Uton, Bay Ridge, East river, and a long 
strip of Manhattan, cutting figure eights and 
curlycueés high up in the air just to show how 
easy it was to amuse a good many thousand 
New Yorkers rubbering from the streets far 
below him.

Adds $80,000,000 to Debt. 

Altogether, Harriman added $80,000,000 to 
the debt of the Chicago and Alton, of which 
only $22,500,000 was spent on account of 
improvements, betterments, and extensions, 
the interest of bond and stock holders 
estopped the state of Illinois and also the fed- 
eral government from instituting proceed- 
ings against Harriman. The $1,000,000 which 
Harriman hae turned over to the Chicago 
and Alton represents only a proportion of 
the sum received by him and his syndicate 
from the exploitation of the road, but it is 
probably quite 4 large percentage of the 
amount he personally received from peculiar 
transactions. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
not given up its pursuit of Harriman by any 
means, and proposes to submit to the at- 
torney general a full statement of the rela- 
tions which exist today between the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific system. The 
abrogation of the agreement for alternate 
control of the Chicago and Alton let Harri- 
man definitely out of that property, and he 
cannot be attacked thereon. 


Rock Island Obeys Law. 

The control of the road by the Rock Island 
continues, and unleé it should be relinquished 
it may be the department of justice will de- 
cide to institute legal proceedings. The 
Rock Island is anxious, however, to obey the 
law, and should the interstate commerce 
commission indicate disapproval of its 
hokiings in the Chicago and Alton action 
will be taken to insure the reversion of con- 
trol over that road to its own stockholders. 

In the preparation of ita report on the Har- 
riman investigation the interstate commerce 
commission is showing no disposition to 
hasten, though the chances are growing that 
it will submit its report to the attorney gen- 
eral before leaving the city July 15 for the 
annual vacation. 

The members of the commission who want 
proceedings to dissolve the combination be- 
tween the Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific are baging their claim upon an opinion 
rendered by Justice Harlan of the Supreme 
court in the Northern Securities case, which 
substantially is in agreement with the opin- 
fon of the Circuit Court of Appeals, com- 
posed of Judges Caldwell, Sanborn, Thayer, 
and Van Devanter. 


Suppression of Competition. 

The court stated that ownership of a ma- 
jority of the capital stock of a corporation 
brings about suppression of competition asa 
natural and imevitable result of such owner- 
ship. Of course, as is known, Harriman owns 
only a minority of the stock of the Southern 
Pacific, but nevertheless is able to contro! the 
road. There are members of the commission 
who insist that as the regions penetrated by 
the Union Pacific amd by the Seuthern Pacific 
are widely separated there can be no dis- 
obedience of lew, and that this fact being 


demonstrated a prosecution by the govers- 


ment will fall to the ground.

Orchard Cool Under Fire. 

He had a most excellent opportunity to ob- 
serve the murder machine, for Orchard gave 
another illustration of his literalness as well 
as of his imperturbability. He was con- 
fronted,“one after another, by four or five 
of the witnesses who will testify to having 
heard him make therats against Steunen- 
berg’s life. He faced them all with perfect 
coolness, and admitted knowing some of 
them, while denying he was acquainted with 
others. 

As when the other impeaching questions 
were asked, Richardson made most of these 
this morning bear on this personal motive 
for the Stuenenberg murder.

Denies Talk with Stranger.

Orchard looked him over 
calmly and denied that he had ever seen 
Elliott before so far as he remembered.

The gist of it was that during a discussion 
voluntarily opened by Orchard with this 
stranger to him, Orchard had said he had 
been employed by both sides in the Colorado 
labor troubles, and that the mineowners 
were going to disrupt the miners’ federation, 
adding that something startling would soon 
happen near Caldwell. 

Orchard listened curiously to the reading of 
the question and then denied emphatically 
that he had such a conversation. 


Impeaching Witness Befuddled. 

Orchard admitted having seen Charles A. 
Sullivan while he roomed in Johnny Ne- 
ville’s house in Oripple Creek when he first 
went there. The question based on Sulli- 
van's testimony was as to the threats 
against Steunenberg. Orchard again denied 
making them. Sullivan was called on to 
stand up and Orchard identified him.

when Scott, Sterling, and Orchard were to- 
gether in Scott's office for several hours.

The next witness, Ira Blisard, a Cripple 
Creek trainman, told of following a hound 
that was out on the trail after the Independ- 
ence murder and of being called off when 
the hound was going down the Colorado 
Springs road, where Orchard said he went, 
by K. C. Sterling, who told him that they 
knew who committed the crime, and that it 
was Steve Adama.

March 4 last Judge Hebbard ruled that the 
indictments against Abe Ruef, the political 
boss, were faulty. On rendering the decision 
Assistant District Attorney Heney and his 
associates in the graft cases left the court- 
room.

“This is not an unusual condition with 
Judge Hebbard,” added Heney. tie has 
been a disgrace to the Superior bench of this 
city for the last three years.

MATINEE IDOL WEARIES OF 
ARMY LIFE; BUYS RELEASE. 


Former Actor, Worth $50,000, Who En- 
listed as Soldier, Found That Promo- 
tion Came Too Slowly. 


Columbus, O., June 25.—{Special.]—Gavin 
Harris, a former actor, said to be worth $50,- 
000, has bought his release from the United 
States army, after serving little more than 
one year, and to his friends announced his 
intention to retire to farm life in Towa. 
Harris, who is a splendid man physically, is 
82 years old, and his enlistment at the United 
States barracks here created considerable 
surprise. He had been a matinée idol in the 
Umpire stock company here and had been 
made much of in a social way.

' divorce action brought by Mrs. Constance 


Knower Drayton against her husband, 
Henry Coleman Drayton, grandson of Mrs. 
William Astor. All the papers were filed 
away today in a sealed envelope in the West- 
chester county clerk's office at White Plains 
by order of Supreme Court Justice Arthur 8. 
Tompkins. 

Before the papers were sealed Justice 
Tompkins signed an interlocutory decree of 
divorce in favor of Mrs. Drayton. Then for- 
mer District Attorney George C. Andrews of 
Westchester, who represented the plaintiff, 
placed all the papers in an envelope without 
having any of them filed separately. 


Seal Must Not Be Broken. 

After the envelépe had been sealed Justice 
Tompkins wrote these words upon it: 

I hereby order: the inclosed papers to remain 
sealed. A. 8. TOMPKINS, J. S. C. 

It is known that every effort has been made 
to keep the proceedings secret. Lawyer An- 
drews was asked to tell something about the 
nature of the testimony, but he declined to 
do so, as he said the families desired to avoid 
publicity. AN Justice Tompkins would say 
was that he had signed an interlocutory de- 
cree. 

Mr. and Mrs. Drayton formerly lived in the 
Hotel Renaissance in this city. Henry Cole- 
man Drayton was one of four children born 
to Mr. and Mrs. J. Coleman Drayton. His 
mother, who was Charlotte Augusta Astor, 
sister to Col. John Jacob Astor, is now Mrs. 
George Haig, having married again the same 
year the sensational troubles of herself and 
J. Coleman Drayton culminated in a divorce 


in her favor. 
Young Drayton was born in 1883 and was 


the second child born to the Draytons. It was 
in 1891 that his parents first separated, while 
they were living at Bernardsville, N. J. J. 


Coleman Drayton charged his wife with be- 
ing too intimate with Henry Alsop Borrowe. 
The case excited endless discussion. 


Duel Challenge Ridiculed. 

In the course of the affair Drayton chal- 
lenged Borrowe to a duel in France, but it 
never came off, and was made the subject of 
more or less ridicule. Borrowe did fight a 
duel with Edward Fox, whom he accused of 
giving out correspondence between Drayton 
and himself. Neither was hurt. 

In March, 1896, the New Jersey courts 
awarded a divorce to Mrs. Drayton. Her 
father disinherited her before he died. 

Young Drayton graduated from Harvard 
in 1004, and was married two years ago to 
Miss Constance Knower, daughter of Ben- 
jamin Knower, a merchant of this city, now 
dead Reports of the disagreement were 
first heard about two months ago. Friends 
of the couple were quoted as saying that it 
was only a temporary estrangement. Thata 
suit had actually been begun by Mrs. Dray- 
ton for divorce was not generally known.

“ When I heard two weeks ago that an in- 
vestigation was proposed, I did not give it 
any credence, as I knew there was no ground 
for such investigation. At the same time I 
was not exactly surprised, owing to what I 
had heard about actions of certain discharged 
employés, and also to the fact that the desks 
of a number of employés had been broken 
open and ransacked.

TWENTY-ONE INJURED IN COL- 
LISION AND. PANIC. 


Desperate Seramble Through Doors 
and Windows When Ogden Avenue 
and Paulina Street Trolley Coaches 
Come ‘Together—-Women and Chil- 
dren Brushed Aside in the Rush— 
Many Cut by Glass or Stunned by 
Fall—Moterman Blamed.

IT A RASCALLY INSTRUMENT. 


Raymond Robins, Recently Deposed 
School Trustee, Peints Out That 
Mayor Will Have Authority te Re- 
move Members of Board of Educa- 


tion for Cause—Fears Perpetuation 


in Power of the Republican Party 
in Chicago. 


Chicago's new charter received rough 
treatment last night at a knockfest heid in 
North Side turner hall under the auspices 
of the Independence league. 

The one important criticism of the charter, 
as set forth by the speakers, was that the 
republican party probably would remain in 
power if the charter was passed. in view 
of the fact that the hall, and even the plat- 
form, held many persons who recently lost 
political jobs with the downfall of the demo- 
cratic administration this argument was 
used with telling effect. 

Raymond Robins saw a black future for 
Chicago’s .public schools, because the new 
charter gives the mayor power to remove 
members of the school board for cause. Mr. 
Robins’ experience in this line was believed 
to peculiarly fit him for an argument upon 
this section of the charter. 


Loss of Recall Clause Mourned. 

Then the fact that the recall clause in the 
charter, as drawn up by the charter con- 
vention, had been cut out by the législature, 
was set forth by Mr. Robins as another rea- 
son for the voter to turn down the charter. 

He hinted that there some dark plot 
back of the failure of Ald. Milton J. Foreman, 
chairman of the charter convention, to call 
the convention together again. 

“The chairman has failed to call the 
convention together, in spite of the fact that 
it adjourned subject to his call, said Mr. 
Robins. “It might be interesting to know 
what the framers of this charter think of it 
now.” 

Nicholas Michaels a member of the 
United Societies, objected that the charter 
gives the citizens of Chicago too little per- 
sonal liberty. 

Deneen Confers with Pease. 

Gov. Deneen used part of the day for po- 
litical talks with one or two of the local re- 
publican leaders, but did not attempt a gen- 
eral conference. With James Pease he 
talked over the situation again, but the 
„peace makers who were commissioned 
at last week's conference to report back on 
the state of affairs were not ready with their 
reports and will not be until next week.

A report reached Chicago last night that 
President Small of the telegraphers’ union 
had left San Francisco and is on his way here, 
prepared to call out the local operators. He 
is expected to arrive, according to the rumor, 
tomorrow morning. _—«’ 

Secretary Wesley Russell refused either to 
affirm or deny the report, except to say that 
he had not yet been informed officially that 
President Small had left San Francisco. Mr. 
Russell admitted that the head of the telegra- 
phers’ organization may be in Chicago soon. 


Ready for Strikebreakers? ; 

Bullding Commisstoner Downey was asked 
by the telegraphers union to investigate 
preparations under way in the Postal Tele- 
graph building, Van Buren and La Salle 
streets, for the supposed housing of strike- 
breakers. The assertion was made by union: 
officials that the company is violating the 
hotel and lodging house ordinance. Secre-: 
tary Wesley 
was as follows: 


’ 


“I have been informed that the Postal 


Telegraph company in this city has installed 
100 cots, bedding, rations, etc. 
kindly investigate and advise if this is per- 
missable under the lodging house ordinance?“ 


The telegraphers said they will follow up 


the request for an investigation by an appeal 
to Mayor Busse if the building department 
refuses to act. 

Secretary Russell said he thought the strike 
in San Francisco will not be spread to in- 
clude other cities this week. He announced 
that he had received reports that several 
thousand messages to western points are 
piled up in Chicago. These telegrams, he 
asserted, are from three hours to twenty” 
four hours late. 

Supt. Lloyd of the Western Union company 
declared good service was being given under 
the circumstances. He said there was little 
delay in getting messages to Oakland or San 
Francisco. The same statement wag given 
out at the offices of the Postal company. 

Plea to Postal Company. 

The executive committee of the Commer- 
cial Telegraphers’ unſon at New. York ad- 
dressed a letter to Genera] Manager Nally of 
the Postal Telegraph company, suggesting 
that the grievances of the operators be heard 
and considered by representatives of the 
company. In the letter the committee. in- 
dicates a preference that the Postal officiais 
receive à representative of the president of 
the union, but states that if this is not agree- 
able, employés of the Postal, who are aiso 
members of the union's executive board, will 
be delegates to meet their employers, 

In the communication General Manager 
Nally is taken to task for statements purport- 
ing to have been made by him to the effect 
that the strike in San Francisco was called 
in violation of the recent peace agreement 
between the telegraphers and the eompanies. 

The letter says if the company wishes to 
hear the grievances of the operators the 
latter are willing to abide by any reasonable 
conditions in order to prevent them. The 
letter charges that previous efforts in this 
direction have been ignored and agreements 


violated. 
Quiet at Frisco. 

General Superintendent Storer of the Postal 
at San Francisco said the strike situation was 
unchanged. Quite a number of operdtors 
were at work and business is being handied 
there without serious delay. Supt. A. H. May 
of the Western Union said: ms 

We are handling an increased volume of 
business and have added to the number of 
our operators. The outlook is encouraging.“ 

A bulletin was issued from the telegraphers’ 
headquarters tonight that the Western 
Union notified its customers to use the tele- 
phone when possible owing to the strike. 
The strikers also discovere@that public bus 
ness was being handled over private wires, 
and took steps to stop it. 

The Southern Pacific has discharged sev- 
eral operators at outside points on com- 
plaints that they had interfered with the 
working of Western Union wires. 

President Roosevelt received at Oyster Bay 
a message from the Central Labor union of 
Washington, asking him to. cause an in- 
vestigation to be made to ascertain whether 
the telegraph companies have violated the 
Sherman anti-trust law by conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade. The president has as yet 
ordered no investigation and has given no 
indication of his.probable action. 


AGED WOMAN DIES DESERTED 
BY DAUGHTER, NOW WEALTHY. 


Mrs. Marie Uhrnholdt, After Lonely 
Old Age, Succumbs to Attack of 
Paralysis. 


Without the comforting cheer of her only 
child, said to be the wife of a wealthy Evans- 
ton lugoer merchant. Mrs. Marie Uhrn- 
holdt, 72 years old, died last night in her lit- 
tle flat in the rear of 638 North Campbell 
avenue.

IS ALMOST: READY 


Two Hours’ Work This Morn- 
ing Will Put It in Shape 
Desired by Company. 


ONLY ONE NEW FEATURE. 


Provision Allows Federal Gov- 
ernment to Take Franchise 
if It Wants It. 


‘Everything is in readiness for the adoption 
of the Chicago Telephone company’s exten- 
sion ordinance by the gas, oll, and electric 
light committee this morning. This meas- 
ure, with its certainty of increased rates for 
the users of business telephones, has been 
put in such shape that a couple hours’ work 
will put the finishing touches on it and make 
it ready for the city council. 

As the ordinance stands it is a curiosity in 
one respect at least, being probably the firet 
municipal franchise grant to contemplate 
federal or state ownership of a municipal 
public utility. 

It contains a provision which would make 
MN possible for the United States government 
to take possession of the property of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company on the same terms 
ae it is possible for the city to acquire the 
property. 

The company is not worrying over this 
amendment, which was inserted at the sug- 
gestion of Ald. Young, chairman of the com- 
mittee. Neither Attorney John Barton 
Payne nor General Manager Hibbard ex- 
pressed any fear that the federal govern- 
ment would be in the telephone business in 
the next twenty years. 

Protests Ignored by Majority. 
The program of the majority on the com 
mittee is to complete work this morning, have 
rney Maclay Hoyne and Chairman 
oung redraft the ordinance with its amend- 
ments, formally approve it later in the week, 
sepd it to the city council Monday night 
come up for passage on July 8 if the com- 
pany thinks it is wise to attempt to force it 
through before vacation.

SPECIAL COMMISSION SUBMITS A 
PLAN TO END NUISANCE. 


Suggests Appointment of Various Offi- 
cers, Including Experts, to Co-op- 
erate with the Mayor in Euforcing 
Laws for Inspection of Boilers and 
Prevention of Pollution of Atmos 
phere with Soot—Vigorous Prose- 


cution of Those Who Disokey Rules ) 


It is to be hoped nobody will mistake the 
foregoing cut for a municipal ancestral tree, 
descriptive of the manner of holding jobs in 
the city hall. It is not. It is a diagram sub- 
mitted by the special commission on smoke 
abatement illustrative of its plans for stop- 
ping the smoke nuisance in the city of Chi- 
cago. 

The report of the commission which accom- 
panied it fully explained the diagram. It set 
forth the functions of the various officers to 
be appointed as follows: 

Smoke abatement commission—Eight members 
to act without pay as advisers to the mayor. 

Advisory board of mechanical engineere—Three 
members to act as advisers to the commission— 
$10 a meeting each. 

Board of steam boilers and plantse—The chief 
boiler inspector, the supervising engineer, the 
chief smoke inspector, to supervise the installa- 
tion of new plants. 

Chief boiler inspector—63,600 a year. 

Chief smoke inapector (must be a mechanical en- 
gineer)—$3,600 a year. 

Supervising mechanical engineer—§$3,600 a year. 

The report concludes that the commission 
finds the present law sufficient if enforced, 
and recommends that the policy of the 
bureau shall be to assiet in every possible 
way the plant owners to prevent smoke, but 
when a plant owner is persistently careless or 


' refuses to accept the reasonable recommen-

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IDLE ON PAY IS CHARGED. 


Lieut. Wood Says Officer Drew 
Salary, but Was Not on Duty; 
. Policemen Aceuse. 


The trial of Sergeant Thomas H. Prender-

litical activity, began before the civil serv- 
ice commission yesterday.

At 
the close of the evidence Prendergast took 
the stand and denied every allegation against 
him He said that the discovery of Vunne 
and anti-Busse literature at his residence 
was due to ite having been placed there by 
Shewbridge. He said he had been asked to 
take up charges against Mayor Busse for 
campaign purposes, but this he refused to 
do, according to history. He was represent: 
ed by Attorney J. 8. Taylor. 

Gets Promise from Co! 

Shewbridge said that Chief Coll had sent 
for him about eight days before the election 
and told him that if he would do work in 
behalf of Dunne he would be rewarded later. 
He said he was told to report to Sergeant 
Prendergast at the Englewood police sta- 
tion for orders. 

The patrolman then said he went to Pren- 
dergast’s house, where Prendergast gave 
him vicious literature against Busse, which 
he was told to circulate and to make 
a canvase of the Englewood district in the 
interests of Dunne. He was also told, he 
said, to investigate a report reflecting on 
Buese at St. Bernard’s hospital. Later he 
was told to get a story from Policeman 
Sheehan to the effect that Busse had at- 
tacked Sheehan. 

Shewbridge said he reported that he could 
not find Sheehan and that the report at the 
hospital was not true, although he had never 
made inquiry regarding either story. 

Election Commissioner Bach told of hav- 
ing falked with Prendergast, who told him 
that he wae for Dunne and that “ the people 
would never turn him down at the polls.“ 

Didn’t Like Busse Posters. 

Policeman Thomas J. McKenna told that 
he had been told by Prendergast to go to a 
saloon in the vicinity of, Sixty-ninth and 
State streets and investigate a report that 
there were more Busse pictures than Dunne. 
He said he refused to go because he was tak- 
ing orders from Capt. Hadden and not Pren- 
dergast. 

Lieut. Stephen D. Wood of the Englewood 
police station said that Prendergast had 
received full pay during the months of March 
and April, although he was not om duty at the 
station any of the time. A number of neigh- 
bors of Prendergast also told of having been 
asked by Prendergast to vote for Dunne. 

Prendergast’s defense was that Shewbridge 
had “ cooked” up the plot against him out of 
revenge.

Tells People at Argelliers That When

PARIS, June 25.—In accordance with the 
promise made by him yesterday Marcellin 
Albert, leader of the wine growers, today 
mounted the roof of his little house in Argel- 
lters and described to the people who had as- 
sembied his interview with Premier Clemen- 
ceau and how he had pro to return to 
the Midi to work for peace. Clemenceau had 
asked him if he had any money, and when he 
said he had not the premier gave him $20. 
Albert added: | 

“I preferred to accept money from him 
rather than from as ger. I have not yet 
gent a reply to the minister regarding my 
labor. I await the decision of the federated 
committees. If unfavorabie I shall surrender 
as a prisoner.” 

Albert frequently was applauded, but he 
was without his old time enthusiasm. 

After a stormy discussion, during which 
Albert was savagely attacked, the delegates 
decided to continue the struggle with un- 
abated vigor. It was further decided to 
draw up a statement setting forth the min- 
imum demands. 


Clemenceau Denies Deal. 

M. Clemenceau issued a denial of the state- 
ment that he had made a deal with Marcellin 
Albert, invofving the release of M. Ferroul, 
ex-mayor of Narbonne, and the arrested 
committeemen of Argelliers, and the with- 
drawal of the troops from the disturbed 
districts. He said he only told Albert that if 
he would employ his influence to Induce his 
comrades to return to legality the govern- 
ment would do everything possible to restore 
tranquillity and peace. 

The sensational papers are printing extras 
announcing new mutinies of troops in the 
south, but the war ministry declares the 
statements made to be only exaggerations of 
insignificant Incidents, adding that nothing 
serious has occurred.

Englishmen, 
Pays Tribute to Humorist. 

There were only two toasts, ‘‘ King Edward 
and the President of the United States, and 
Our Guest, Mark Twain.“ 

Mr. Birrell, in proposing the latter toast, 
said that Samuel L. Clemens was known to 
all good men and women in both hemispheres 
and to all boys and girls who are good for any- 
thing as Mark Twain. The dead authors, 
he said, were a mighty army. They abounded 
on the shelves, but Mark Twain was the 
finest specimen extant of the living author, 
They all loved him and were there to tell 
him so. He wasn't going to say what the 
world a thousand years hence would think 
of Twain, but he was speaking for the men 
and women of today and their children to 
say what Twain had been to them. 

He remembered in 1867 buying a copy of 
“The Jumping Frog.“ in the preface of 
which Twain was described as The wild 
humorist of the Pacific slope and The 
moralist of the maln. But the author had 
proved to be an influence in dissipating na- 
tional influence and would leave the world 
richer than he found it. 

Not Guilty of Ascot Theft. 

Mr. Clemens, replying, said that Secre- 
tary Birrell had touched lightly upon his 
position as a moralist. He was glad to be 
recognized as such, because he had suffered 
since he had been in England. When he 
came here, he said, he saw a placard an- 
nouncing that Mark Twain Arrives” 
and The Ascot Cup Is Stolen,“ and he had 
no doubt that his character had suffered 
thereby. He was quite sincere in his protest, 
as he never got the cup because he never had 
a chance to get it. 

Then, in a similar bantering mood, he told 
story after story, until, becoming more se- 
rious, he pathetically referred to the ioss 
of his daughter. Concluding, he said: 

„I have received since arriving hundreds 
and hundreds of letters from all conditions of 
people in England. There is compliment and 
praise in them, but above all there is the note 
of affection, and affection is the most 
precious reward a man can desire, whether 
for character or achievement. Tuese letters 
make me feel that in England, as in America, 
I am net a stranger, not an alien, but at 
home.“ | 

Statue of Twain on Table. 

In the center of the table was a plaster 
statue of Mark Twain in pilgrimsa’ robes, hold- 
ing a mammoth pen and leading a jumping 
frog by a string. The program contained 
verses by Owen Seaman, editor of Punch, as 
follows:

AFRICAN EXPLORER ON GRILL. 


Dr. Peters Takes Stand in Suit Against 
German Socialist Editor for 
Calumny. 


MUNICH, June 2%.—The suit) of Dr. Carl 
Peters, the former African explorer, against 
a soclallst newspaper, the Muenchner Post, 
on the charge of calumny, which began last 
month, was resumed today. Herr Bebel and 
other socialist members of the reichstag have 
often attacked Dr. Peters efor his alleged 
inhuman acts during his African explora- 


tions. 

Dr. Peters, testifying today, explained the 
critical situation in which the expedition 
into the Kilimanjaro region was placed in 
1891, the native tribes being in open rebel- 
lion. A price was set upon Dr. Peters’ head, 
and any native who might kill him was to 
become chief.

ABBEY 18 1.000 YEARS OLD 


DEEDS OF CENTURIES REVIEWED 
IN ROMSEY PAGEANT. 


Among the Scenes Portrayed Were 
the Destruction of the Abbey by 
the Danes and the Apparition of 
St. Merwyna—One of the Perform- 
ers Traces His Ancestry Back 1,100 
Years—Members of Chorus Wore 
Medieval Garments. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, June 25.—The Romsey pageant, 
in celebration of the thousandth anniversary 
of the founding of Romsey abbey by King 
Edward the elder, opened today with services 
in the abbey, which was beautifully decorated 
with white flowers. Bishop Bristol delivered 
an address dealing with the history of mon- 
asteries in England. Later, in theipresence 
of the duke of Argylll, Prmcess Louise, Lord 
Rosebery, the archbishop of Canterbury, and 
a crowd of notables and others not noted, 
historical scenes were portrayed. 

One of the atures was a chorus of 200 
persons wearing medieva! religious garments 
the women as nuns with white wimples, and 
the men as red robed monks with black 
cowls. They were grouped in the manner of 
the ancient Greek choruses. 

Among the most typical scenes was the 
destruction of the abbey by the Danes and 
a miraculous apparition of St. Merwyna. 
The latter was effected by clever mechanism 
and succeeded admirably. An animated in- 
cident acquired undesigned realism by a 
stampede of a herd of cows from a neighbor- 
ing meadow when they were frightened by 
the flight of the Danes and their galloping 
pursuers. 

Another episode which scored was the woo- 
ing of Princess Matilda by Henry on the eve 
of his accession tothe crown. The love scene 
was interrupted by a cart bearing the body 
of Rufus from the forest, where he had been 
shot. The driver of the cart was a lineal 
descendant of the charcoal burner whose 
cart carried Rufus’ body in 1100. His family 
have carried on the same trade in the same 
place ever since. 

Many performers in the pageant, all of 
whom were Romeey folks, were also of age- 
long descent, for Romsey is an old world 
place comparatively little affected by inno-

The private property of all citizens of 
signatory powers, with the exception of con- 
traband of war, shall be exempt on the high 
seas or elsewhere from capture or seizure by 
the armed vessels or military forces of said 
powers. Nothing in this rule implies in any 
way the inviolability of vessels which will at- 
tempt to enter a port blockaded by the naval 
forces of said powers, nor of the cargo of said 


Great Britain’s Proposition, 


The British proposition of the same date 
says: 

In ͤ order to diminish the difficulties met 
by the commerce of the neutral powers in 
case of war, the British government is ready 
to abandon the principle of contraband in 
case of war between powers which sign a 
convention adopting this principle. The right 
of search will not be exercised except to 
prove the neutral.character of commercial 
vessels.”’ : 

Another proposition submitted by Great 
Britain says: 

“The destruction of a neutral prise by a 
country capturing it is prohibited. The coun- 
try making the capture should release any 
neutral vessel which it cannot bring before 
the prize court.“ 

The French proposition presented on June 
22 is as follows: 

“Article I. The contracting powers agree 
that hostilities among them cannot begin 
without advanced and unequivocal 
having either the form of a declaration of 
war supported by facts or the form of an 
ultimatum with a conditional declaration of 
war. 

“Article II. A state of war must be com- 
municated to neutral powers without delay.“

Troubling the Transportation Men, 
Who Are Annoyed by State and 
of Corpérations Hold Meeting and 
Decide to Acknowledge 2 Cent Pas-

Raflroads in the west are in a quandary 
as to whom they may issue free transporta- 
tion without coming in contact with some 
state or national law.

Under the interstate commerce law min-

‘Young Men's Christian associations, inmates 


of hospitals, persons exclusively engaged in 
charitable work, indigent, destitute, and 
homeless pe and inmates of state or 
national homes for soidiers and sailors may 
be transported free all over the United 
States. But Nebraska excludes all such per- 
sons from the favor of the transportation 


lines. 
Attorneys Lose Out. 

Physicians and attorneys have always en- 
joyed the favor of the railroads, but they 
have been forgotten in almost all the state 
and national laws, and South Dakota de 
mands they must receive a salary of $500 per 
year in order to be entitled to free rides. The 
Iowa law, recognizing that the national head- 
quarters of several labor organisations are 
within its borders, makes it lawful to give 
free transportation to the officers of labor 
organizations, and it even gives the railroads 
permission to extend transportation cour- 
tesies to employés who have grown old and 
infirm in the service. 

Minnesota says the railroade when they 
discharge a man may, if they desire, give 
such discharged employé transportation to 
his home, but if he should happen to live over 
the line in some other state the interstate law 
would be violated by such action. 

After considering the proposition from all 


| standpoints, the executives of the western 


railroads have called on the legal depart- 
ments for copies of all state laws and the 
interstate law, and will promulgate instruc- 
tions based on the best in all the laws govern- 
ing free transportation. 


Will Comply with Laws. 

The executives of the western railroads 
decided yesterday to comply with the pro- 
visions of all the state laws providing for the 
2 cent per mile passenger rate, and the 
passenger men were instructed to put the 
rates into effect as soon as the laws became 
effective. In the matter of interstate rates, 
the passenger departments have been in- 
structed to put through rates into effect as 
soon after July 1 as possible, basing the 
rates on the laws in the vario western 
states. Whether legal action will be taken 
in any of the states to annul the laws has not 
been determined, though it is admitted the 
result in Missouri at the end of ninety days 
will have much bearing on future action. 

Immediately following the meeting of ex- 
ecutives, the heads of the passenger depart- 
ments convened and reached a mutual 
ground of procedure. The Central Passen- 
ger association held a meeting in the after- 
noon, and determined to follow the action of 
the western lines in Illinois. The interstate 
rates will be discussed at a meeting to be 
held next week. 


SON WOULD PROTECT MOTHER. 


Erastus G. Hill Testifies for the State 
Against Men Accused of Defraud- 
ing Bank of $179,000. 


Efforts of a sort to protect the interests 
of his widowed mother in the company found- 
ed by his father were told in Judge Ball's 
court yesterday by Erastus G. Hill, secretary 
of the Steel Ball company, who testified for 
the estate against Chauscey L. Graham and 
William D. Tilden, accusedof defrauding the 
Milwaukee Avenue State bank of $179,- 
000 by means of bogus notes. Hill is theson 
of C. C. Hill, founder of the firm and inventor 
of the process which the company controlled. 
After his father’s death he was appointed 
secretary to take care of his mother’s inter- 
est in the company. On the stand yesterday 
he said that no consideration was shown 
him by the older men, and he never was per- 
mitted to know the condition of the com- 


pany’s finances.

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FEW WOMEN TOIL | 


AT MAKING SHOES 
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pears that three out of four of the women 
operatives in all the shoe shops in the United 
States are less than 35 years of age. One 
hears so many stories from muck rakers 
and professional reformers of the miseries of 
the old broken down mill workers that it is 
all the more interesting to discover 50 many 
of them leave of their own accord while still 
in the prime of life, and manifestly leave to 
get married. In the average big shoe fac- 
tory with 400 women employés, not half a 
dozen of them will be over 50 years of age. 


Married Women at Work. 

As might be expected, there are more 
married women in mill and factory work in 
proportion than are to be found among the 
teachers or the stenographere and gsales- 
women. These are the preferred classes asa 
rule, and the foreign born women and those 
of foreign parentage employed in mill and 
factory are more apt to marry @ fellow 
workman, and then continue at the familiar 
labor, at least until their duties as the heads 
of their household require them te leave the 
woxk. 

On the other hand, it can de 8 that the 
percentage of married women among the 
shoe operatives is approximately the same 
as that among the musicians, milliners, 
dressmakers, housekeepers, and nurses. 

Taking the census figures as a guide it can 
be shown that out of 36,490 women employed 
in the shoe factories no less than 81 per cent 
were single at the time of their employment. 


This, of course, accounts for the large per- 
centage of young women, and explains why 
they drop off so suddenly from their em- 
ployment during the marriageable ages 
from 25 to 35. 

“Yes; we was married in May, and I lived 
with him untll a year from the following Jan- 
uary, so that I have been living by mygelf 
for nearly six months,“ said a shoe factory 
girl, talking to an acquaintance on a street 
corner in Lynn. He never done nothin’ for 
me from the time we was married, and so 
when be quit. work and took up with the 
booze I up and left him, and went back to 
work myself. I'm a lot better off than I 
was then, and the baby is better took care 
of, for you see I can do good vamp work.” 


Life a Round of Hard Work. 

There is a good deal of this sort of thing in 
every factory town. The girls are apt to 
marry in haste and repent at leisure. There 
is a good deal of drinking among the men 
and a certain amount of brutal immorality 
among the women, but the women as a whole 
are a pretty good lot, so far as one could 
judge from a casual observation of the types 
in the factory and at some of the little restau- 
rants frequented by those who do not carry 
their lunch. 

Neither the men nor tRe women earn 
enough money at their laborious work to put 
aside much. 

When thé man of the house dies or “ takes 
to the booze,“ the means of support is ‘cut 
off and the woman must supply the deficiency 
unless the catastrophe has happened so late 
in her life that she may have sons and daugh- 
ters able to help her keep the wolf from the 
door. The man who drinks hard is apt to 
lose his job without much delay, because he 
cannot as a rule handle the machinery or do 
his work fast enough to make any consider- 
able amount of weekly wages. 

It is a pitiful commentary to find that one 
ot every twenty of the women at work in the 
shoe factories is a widow, and consi bly 
more than one in @ hundred is actually 
divorced, 

The number of those who have separated 
from their husbands or who have unwisely 
remained in the household while continuing 
to furnish the sole support of the family is 
something the sbrewdest census expert could 
ever find out. As they grow older the ca-

Mill Girl’s Path Is Thorny. 

The life of the mill girl is apt to be one of 
strenuous work with somewhat scanty wages 
dependent upon indefatigable nimbleness, a 
retirement to assume the duties of a wife and 
mother, followed by a more or less speedy 
forced return to the old machinery, but with 
reduced and constantly reducing ability to 
earn even the pitiful living with which she 
started. 

Behind all of the ¢old blooded statistics of 
the maids, the wives, and the widows, one can 
always read the bitter tale of the womap 
who works for wages under a system wherein 
a penny represents exactly so many minutes 
of terrible toil.

UNCLE SAM HIRES KILLER. 


FOREST SERVICE OPENS WAR ON 
PREDATORY ANIMALS. 


Official Hunter Ie Not a Mere Molly- 
coddle Who Tracks the Octopus to 
Ite Lofty Lair in Skyscrapers of 
the Crowded Cities, but a Real Man 
with a Real Gun Who Will sur 
Big Game at a Fixed Price Per 
Animal. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.— [Special. 
The government has obtained an official 
“hunter,” not a mere mollycoddle of an 
octopus slayer or a special commissioner 
who seeks the money devil in his skyscraper 
lair, but the genuine, pure article, who will 
go around with a real gun with the intention 
of killing big game at so much per, to be paid 
for out of Uncle Sam's treasury. He is J. M. 
Moody, and the appointment, which was 
made by the United States forest service, is 
to take effect on July 1, when the official 
nimrod will assume his duties in the Dixie 
national forest in Utah. 

The appointment, according to a statement 
made by the ferest service today, has 
greater significance than appears on the sur- 
face. To this explanation i added that 
“it is a fulfillment of the promise of the 
forest service to do something to help settlers 
all over the west to lesen ‘oe 
have suffered from predatory animals.“ 


Begin Work of Extermination. 


The bulletin in part says: 

“From the time of the first settlement 
of the country this has been one of the great- 
est sources of loss to the rancher and farmer. 
The country is not suited to cultivation, and 
always furnished refuge to cougars, wolves, 
and other animals of their class. Now that 
the government has undertaken the adminis- 
tration of land of this character, active work 
has been started to exterminate such ani- 
mals, 

It is part of a forest ranger’s duty to hunt 
predatory animals, and with the addition of 
skilled hunters the force, whose business is 
to hunt; excellent results are expected. 


Citizens Appeal for Help. 

“The appointment in the Dixie national 
forest was made directly in response to a 
petition to the forester by the citizens of 
Pine valley. Conditions there are so bad 
farmers are afraid to allow their children to

10 SAVE CIGARETS 


Attorneys for Tobacco Dealer 
Seek City License by 
_ Mandamus. 


NEW LAW IS ATTACKED. 


Called Void if It Does More than 
Forbid Sale of Deleteri- 
ous” Products. 


„ * 


The first legal attack on the new anti- 
cigaret law was made yesterday by R. M. 
Berlizheinfer, a tobacconist in the Stock Ex- 
change huilding. The law will not be in 
effect until July 1, but a cigaret license bas 
been refused to the plaintiff by the city au- 
thorities, and his suit is directed against 
Mayor Busse, City. Clerk McCabe, and City 
Collector Magerstadt. He seeks a writ of 
mandamus to compel the issuance of the 
license, 

Judge Chytraue of the Superior court will 
hear the arguments tomorrow. In the bill 
filed by Berlizheimer’s attorneys, Schuyler, 
Jamieson & Ettelson, it is set forth that all 
existing laws have been complied with, and 
that the law which is to become effective on 
July 1, it prohibitory, is unconstitutional. 


His Cigarets Are Harmless. 

This act,“ it is set forth, does not pro- 
hibit the sale of cigarets which do not them- 
selves contain, and the tobacco and paper of 
which they are compos do not contain, 
some adulterant deleterious to health, and 
as your petitioner is further, advised and 
verily believes, if the said statute be con- 
strued as having the effect of prohibiting the 
sale of cigarets which do not contain and the 
tobacco and paper of which they are com- 
posed do not contain any adulterant deleteri- 
ous to health, it becomes thereby void, 

And your petitioner further shows that 
the cigarets in which he has deen accus- 
tomed to deal, and for the vending of which 
he desires and requires the license, do not 
nor does any of them contain, nor do the 
tobacce. and paper of which they are com- 

ed, contain any adulterant deleterious to 
ealth.” 

This 18 the issue on which the tobacco in- 
terests propose to fight the new law, constru- 
ing it to prohibit the sale of cigarets con- 
taining anything: deleterious to health and 
prohibiting tobacco, if tobacco be deleterious 
to health, but not declaririg that tobacco is 
deleterious to health. 


Miss Gaston Sees the Mayor. 

Miss Lucy Page Gaston, head of the Anti- 
Cigaret league, who is rejoicing in the con- 
templation of the effectiveness 
of the new law called on Mayor Busse dur- 
ing the day to ask him to enforce the act as 
soon as it becomes effective.

TORNADOING IN KANSAS. | 
When the weather bureau officially an- 
nounced that succeeding years have not 
wrought changes in climatic conditions in 
Kansas, such a wave of resentment swept 
over the state as had not been expected by 
the regular forecaster. It was pointed out 
to the country at large and the weather 
bureau in particular that there has been 
a remarkable subsidence of winds and 
that tornadoes, or cyclones as they are 
usually called by the recipients, are now 
wholly unknown to the rising generation. 
This pronouncement was cordially indorsed 
by the press of the state, and it was con- 


fully vindicated. 

But Sunday ‘night—and Sunday, by the 
way, is an extremely popular day for tor- 
nadoes in the southwest—the wind swept 
down on Medicine Lodge to the astonish- 
ment and indignation of the inhabitants. 
And in order to make a good job of it, 
and to show that there was no mistake, 
not merely one but three tornadoes went 
over the town, razing or damaging the 
houses of many of the first families, in- 
cluding the residence of the United States 
senator who previously took issue with 
the libelons weather bureau, Six persons 
were seriously injured and one is missing, 
possibly carried off as a hostage until such 
time as the offended wind god may be 
propitiated by the apologies of the Kan- 
pans. 

Aside from the fact that*the three tor- 
nadoes have materially assisted in back- 
ing up the opinions of the weather bureau 
there is another small lesson to be learned 
from the windy and unpleasant incident 
at Medicine Lodge. And this is that the 
conditions of climate are not settled by an 
act of the legislature, a proclamation by 
the governor, an opinion from a United 
States senator, or a series of editorials 
from the leading newspapers. All these 
influences were brought to bear, and it is 
not to be disputed that they made a 
formidable opposition to the blunt con- 
clusions of the weather bureau. In fact, 
if it had not been for the three tornadoes 
it is possible that the united opposition 
would have swept everything before it as 
successfully as a Kansas tornado brushes 
aside all obstacles to its progress. But it 
was not to be. The pessimist who per- 
chance was sighing for the good old times 
was reminded that he did not sigh in vain 
and there was wind enough to satisfy the 
most exacting. Climatic laws are based 
on something more than local pride and 
human wishes.

ged, at the death of the tenth earl of Dal- 
usie, the famous governor general of India, 
fot to his cousin and successor but to his 
eldest daughter, Lady Susan, who, after di- 
vorcing Lord Connemara, married an army 
surgeon of the name of William Broun, to 
whom she bequeathed all her property on 
her death in 1898, and who, although not re- 
lated to the Brouns of Colstoun, is neverthe- 
less believed to have the pear. Finally, itis 
believed by many that the pear has reverted 
to the marquis of Tweeddale, and is once 
more at Tester. The pear originally came 
from there. For when, in the thirteenth 
century, Jean Hay, daughter of the third 
Lord Hay, married George Broun of Col- 
stoun, it is said that ber godfather, Sir Hugh 
Gifford, of necromantic celebrity, plucked a 
pear from the orchard at Yester and gave it 
to the young couple, with the assurance that 
as long as it were kept intact their descend - 
ants would prosper. Sir Hugh Gifford ts the 
dreaded Warlock of Gifford, mentioned by 
Sir Walter Scott in his Marmion, and 
dwelt on the Tester estate. In Charies I.'s 
reign one of the women of Colstoun bit Into 
the pear, with the result that her family 
got into terrible Utigation and had- to sell 
the best farms on the estate to pay the law 
expenses. The pear is now entirely fossilized, 
but, as mentioned by Sir Walter Scott, shows 
the ‘teeth marks of the lady. 

The question remains, however, as to who 
really has the original pear. Mrs. Baird 
evidently believes that she has it. 80, too, 
does Col. Broun, the widoWer of Lady Susan 
Broun. Lord Dalhousie is likewise convinced 
that he has the Colstoun pear, and Lord and 
Lady Tweeddale are equally positive about 
the matter. 

— 

Vester house, which I have referred to 

above, and which is only about 150 years old, 


must not be confounded with Lester castle, 


which, though situated on the Lester estate, 
is about a mile distant therefrom, and»partly 
ruined. The feature of the latter is the 
famous Goblin hall, which according to 
legend was created by the Sir Hugh Gifford 
ot Colstoun pear celebrity with one stroke of 
his magic wand. Tradition has likewise in- 
vested this Goblin hall with a spell placed 
upon it by its creator, to the effect that any 
man who dared to interfere with its symme- 
try inany way should come to a violent end. 

No one ever dared to tamper with it until 
the eldest brother of the present marquis of 
Tweeddale ventured to do ao. In the life-, 
time of his father, and while still known as 
the earl of Gifford, he, expressing his ridicule 
for the superstition, cleared a number of its 
steps away which led down to the water. 
Within twelve months afterwards he met 
with his death in endeavoring to. save the 
lite ot a laboring man who was about to be 
crushed by a tree which he was felling in the 
vicinity of the castle. The man escaped, but 
the tree killed Lord 2 


All the principal trihes of gypsies in Great 
Britain make their headquarters on the Yes- 
ter house property of Lord Tweeddale, who 
nas often been described as the king of the 
gypsies, and who has never had any occasion 
to regret his kindness to these nomads. 

The marquis (whose name must be pro- 
nounced as Twiddle) spent a number of 
years in India in the civil service there, and 
while in that country undertook, in conjunc- 
tion with two of his brothers, a most interest- 
ing voyage of exploration into Tibet. He is 
a many sided man, and wae until a short time 
ago president of nearly fifty corporations, in- 
cluding the Anglo- American Telegraph, the 
Eastern Telegraph, the Australian and China 
Cable company, and the Submarine Cable 
trust—that is to say, at the head of the com- 
bination which controls the greater part of 
the telegraph service of the world. 

The mafchioness is an Italian by birth, 
though her mother was a Scotchwoman.

He married in succession two sisters, 
daughters of the Rev. Dr. Dealtry, rector of 
Clapham, going abroad for tile celebration 
of the second marriage. A pillar of the 
church and a firm supporter of all church 
movements, he was profoundly distressed by 
the attitude of all his church friends toward 
his second wife, and at his death left a large 
gum of money in trust for the purpose of 
securing by means of agitation the repeal of 
the law against such marriages. This lew, 
in spite of the good will of the house of com- 
mons, which has repeatedly voted by over- 
whelming majorities in favor of repealing the 
deceased wife's sister's disabilities, and not- 
withstanding the pronotirced views of the 
late and present sovereigns, and of all the 
members of the reigning family in favor of 
the repeal, still remains on the statute books 
owing to the obstruction of the house of lords.

Ministers of other denominations agreed 
with him in this, and cast aside as frivolous 
the various reasons given to Dr. Cobb, ex- 
cept that of habit. Regarding public opin- 
ion and the fear of it, many were doubtful, 
Some said people might go to church or stay. 
away from it through fear of public opin- 
ion in Chicago. 

As to the sermon attracting churchgoers, 
it was generally agreed that in nonritualistic 
churches, the personal equation, the reputa- 
tion of the minister as a preacher, amounted 
to considerable, but this was not the case 
with Episcopalians and Roman Catholics. 
In the case of the latter it was said that it is a 
commandment of the church that every 
member must attend mass on Sunday, and 
the one who misses ig guilty of sin.

than once; and the requirements of railroads 
for new capital for improvement, equipment, 
and development of the property. and the 
country served should be placed under the 
supervision of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, with authority only to authorize 
such increase of capital as the property needs 
fully to take care of its requirements.“

Is Against Railroad Pools. 

After asserting his support of a uniform 
system of accounts and publicity in the 
affairs of the carriers, Mr. Yoakum takes 
up the subject of pools. Of these he says: 

“*I do not believe that raſtroad pools should 
be legalized, but I do believe that traffic 
associations between railroads should be al- 
lowed. A pool is a closed association. A 
traffic association, on the other hand, is open. 
and all the connecting lines are allowed to 
participate.’’

He declares him- 
self against the practice of railroads inter- 
meddling in politics, but says lobbying will 
cease only when the people and the railroads 
bring to the settlement of theif differences 
the same common sense that they use in the 
adjustment of their private disagreements.

Prevent Slugs on Roses. 
Keep a close watch on roses this month. 


If slugs or aphides molest them the 
following solution, taking care 7 — 
es the under sides of the leaves. It will not 
burn the tender leaves, and it also prevents 
mildew: One quart of castor oil, one pound 
of hard soap, one-fourth pound of carbonate 
soda, one gallon of water; boll the soap and 
the soda in the water, and when all is dis- 
solved and while boiling hot stick in the 
castor ofl. Dilute with from ten to twenty 
parts of water for spraying. It may be used 
pure to paint the trunks of shrubs and trees 
that insects are troubling. 

See that dahlias and cannas do not suffer 
for water in dry weather. Soak the beds. 
Treat chrysanthemums to a drenching of 
the above solution or tobacco tea for aphis. 
Water them thoroughly. Keep the seed 


pods from forming on sweet peas. Shower 
them freely if the season proves dry to pre- 
vent red spider.

University Professor Mildly Derides 
After Dinner Peace Efforts—Predicts 


Labor’s Political Triumph. 


Prof. Robert F. Hoxie of thé University 

of Chicago takes a gentle rap at the clergy, 
at social workers who try to bring together 
employés and employers, and at others who 
belteve they have solved the riddle of wiping 
out class prejudice, all in am article on The 
Trade Union Point of View,“ in the Current 
number of the American Journal of Political 
Economy, issued yesterday. 
The t, who sees ag the end of the 
struggle between labor and capital the prob- 
able dominance of the unionists as a polit- 
ical party, writes in part as follows: 

“The gult between the employing and the 
working classes is too wide to be bridged by 
preaching, patronage, hamby-pambyism, or 
by passionate denunciation. Your after-din- 
ner speeches, however conciliatory in tone, 
count for little, because they cannot wipe 
out those fundamental differences in prem- 
ise, postulate, preconception, prejudice, mo- 
tive, and idea, of which the objective differ- 
ences between capital and labor are merely 
the expression.” 

After stating there is no definite and im- 
mediate solution, Prof. Hoxie says: 

„ The likelfhood is very great that, long 
before peace can be secured, the laboring 
class, self-conscious and well organized, will 
have become politically dominant.”

In detail, $10,000,000 bonds will be issued 
thie year, the proceeds to be used to reim- 
burse the company for capital expenditures 
and for future additions improvements, and 
betterments. 

For the retirement of the bonds and notes 
of the Frisco and ita auxiliary companies and 
to aid in refunding the same $67,816,000 will 
be reserved to be issued from time to time. 

For improvements and bettermente $27,184,- 
000 bonds the provided, none of these to be is- 
sued until after June 1, 1900, the issue then to 
be limited to $2,500,000 per annum until 1911, 
and thereafter to $8,000,000 per annum. 


Bonds for Future Equipment. 

To fund future equipment truste $5,000,000 
bonds are provided, but are not to be iseued 
until after June 1, 1908, and then only to the 
extent of 60 per cent of the face value of such 
equipment. 

For the construction of new lines $5,000, 000 
22 are reserved to be jaeued after June 

The stockholders are o asked to au- 
thorize an increase of $100, 0,000 in the com- 
mon stock of the Frisco, thus bringing the 
total authorized amount up to $164,000,000. 
There is no intention to issue this stock and 
the authorization is purely a formality, as 
under the laws of Missouri a railway compa- 
ny shall not have indebtedness authorized in 
excess of the authorized stock. 

The new mortgage will be a first lien on all 
the property constructed or acquired through 
the proceeds of the new bonds; on 1,526 miles 
of railway, when, through the issue of new 
bonds, the existing bonds and notes on this 
1,526 miles of road are retired or refunded; 
and a lien subject to existing mortgages on 
8,798 miles of road leased or controlled by 
the Frisco. The bonds are redeemable at the 
option of the company on any interest day 
prior to May 1, 1922, at 102% and interest, 
and are also redeemable on May 1, 1922, or on 
any interest day subsequent thereto at par 
and interest.
